Bu t the resu lts are ex trao rdi­ 
nary . 
The larg est shell we saw w as 
carv ed in scenes fro m the birth o f 
Christ, the ag o ny in the g arden and 
th e cru cifix io n, and had the g eneral ef­ 
fect o f delicate fro stw o rk. 
U nder the 
m ag nify ing g lass ev ery detail was seen 
to be perfect in o u tline and in finish. 
It was ex u cu ted to o rder fo r a w ealthy

AM ES J. H IL L , lie w as christened 
by bis parents, but "Jim ” Hill he 
lias been christened by m ankind. 
H e has been called "Tlie W izard 
o f the N orthw est,” 
He has also been 
called alm ost every ’ other nam e in the 
category , 
m any 
of 
them 
uncom pli-1 
m entary . 
These things have worried 
him not a t all. 
lie has gone 
011 dream - i 
lag dream s and m aking them come 
true, 
building railroads, 
steam ships, 
elevators uud w hat not; talking to 
farm ers, bankers, railroad men and j 
alm ost every body else th a t needed talk 
- 1 
lug to. 
H e was born in C anada, but 
couldn't be kept there, and educated 
for the medical profession, but that 
would not hold him either. 
H e started 
poor and had all sorts of adversities to 
meet, but w hat are adversities to a 
m an who dares to think big things and 
to do them ? He has possessed the rare 
com bination of enterprise tem pered by 
economy , of genius governed by com­ 
m on sense. 
He has been accused of 
being a bard taskm aster, even to the 
point of injustice, but he brings ef­ 
ficiency into his sy stem and achieves 
his ends. 
H e is certainly a strict dis­ 
ciplinarian, but lie m akes discipline 
count. H e is charged w ith disliking re ­ 
form s and reform ers, of having little 
sy m pathy w ith popular m ovem ents and 
of achieving his purposes by alm ost any 
m eans, as in the N orthern Pacific m er­ 
ger. If so, these are a pa rt of the m an 
and m ust be studied in finding the key 
to his em pire building career.

The Grea t No rthern Mo gul. 
As to the rum or of his retiring, this 
Is not th e first tim e it has been sprung. 
There have been a t least tw o other oc­ 
casions, y ears ago, w hen the new spa­ 
pers started the story th a t Mr. Hill in­ 
tended to retire, either voluntarily or 
Involuntarily , but Hill failed to see 
why his life should be regulated by 
rum or, so be stuck. 
He Is still stick­ 
ing. 
If puns had not been made a 
capital offense, a rem ark would be iu 
order here that the G reat Northern 
president is not of a retiring disposi­ 
tion, but th a t is bey ond the limit. 
Som ething about the eternal H ills could 
likew ise be rung in, but that is also 
barred. 
U arrim an once tried to chase 
ijim ITill off the map, but the G reat 
N orthern mogul refused to be chased. 
If H arrim an could not scare him into 
relinquishing his job there is no hope 
th a t a m ere new spaper item can do it. 
T he only influence th a t will cause H ill 
to retire is an old gentlem an with an 
hourglass and a scy the. 
lie prevails 
on us all to quit the gam e sooner or 
later, and there Is no probability th a t 
Hill, w ith all his money and organiz­ 
ing ability , can circum vent old m an 
Time. 
Some w ise man lias said, “You m ust 
either agree w ith Jim H ill or kill him." 
T here Is a third alternative—y ou need 
not w ork on his roads or live in the 
northw est. B ut if y ou do y ou might as 
well get in line or prepare to he fired 
or to fight. 
Hill has his own notion 
about things, and as he owns the 


it him self and did It so closely that he 
showed w heat raising had no m y steries 
for him. 
The governm ent may dis­ 
trib ute seeds, but Hill has it beat to 
death on this line, for he distributes not 
only seed, but fine blooded stock, to 
the farm ers along his lines, and like­ 
wise tells how the seed should lie plum ­ 
ed and how the stock should be bred 
and cared for. 
He takes a paternal in­ 
terest In the m unicipalities along his 
roads, instructing them how to build 
up, get rid of disreputable resorts and 
the like. 
As to sta te governm ents, he 
has been accused at various tim es of 
running most of those in his territory . 
B ut his activities do not stop here. 
W hen he goes to W all street, which Is 
frequently , he gives the high financiers 
tips on how to do things right. 
In fact, 
Jim H ill is alm ost as universal a char­ 
acter as IJm pcror W illiam. 
H e is the 
G rand Old Adviser of the northw est. 
The only reason th at region has not 
been called the Hill country is because 
nobody ever before had the tem erity to 
spring such a rank pun. 
Or m ay be it 
bas been so called, only I should h ate 
to think of any one else as being se 
abandoned. 
Jam es Jerom e IIII1 was born on au 
O ntario farm in 
TIis fath er's 
early death took the boy out of « hool, 
and y oung Jim went to work. 
In a 
short tim e he concluded that Ououda 
w'as tot) sm all t » contain all the things 
' he intended to do in the world, so he 
1 struck out for the States. 
Before go- 
! lug he mowed a large meadow for a 
! neighbor to earn enough money to sta rt 
j hini on his way . going barefoot in the 
bay fleld In order to save his boots. E v­ 
ery body say s Jim w as a good hey 1 
I O ntario, 
never robbed 
birds’ 
nests, 
! stole peaches or did those things which 


things his notion lias to go. 
He not 
only runs his roads, but tells people in 
the vfehrtty -how to farm , how to con­ 
duct banking, how to get im m igration 
and how to m anage their towns. 


horny Handed Farmer. 
Mr. Hill is such an omnivorous reader 
and has such a retentive memory th at 
he knows alm ost every thing, from the 
price of a rivet in a lomocotlve to the 
quality of a fine oil painting, and from 
the y ield of a wheatfield to the way to 
run a steam boat. T here may be lim ita­ 
tions to his knowledge, but I am not 
conscious of them , uud neither is he. 
H e is a horny handed farm er, so he 
knows all about th a t 
l i e runs and 
ow ns every sort of river and ocean 
cra ft except battleships, so he is up on 
that. 
He is his own connoisseur in 
buy ing paintings, diam onds and other 
gems, so he is inform ed in that Hue. 
H e knows so much about the history 
of foreign lands th at lie gave some Rus­ 
sians and Belgians who visited him 
points al>out their own countries th a t 
they had never heard. 
He has been 
knowm to tell his oldest engineers how 
to run their locomotives and to tell the 
builders bow to m ake these great m a­ 
chines. 
W hen a m an once tried to sell 
him some locomotives Hill show ed him 
th a t his price w as too high, telling him 
in detail the cost of every com ponent 
part, from boits to driving wheels and 
from whistle to cow catcher. 
At an­ 
other tim e when his special train was 
passing through a wheatfield Hill ask­ 
ed one of his men to estim ate the y ield, 
and when he failed to do so estim ated 


he ought not to have done. 
Now noth­ 
ing gets away from him. 
Ex pert a t Sho v ing Freight. 
A fter reaching this country the boy 
fooled around in the east till he lost 
all his mowing money , then struck out 
for the w e st 
It is said he tram ped 
into S t Paul w ithout a dollar iu his 
pocket. 
Somehow all these captains of 
Industry do that w ay -w alk into town 
w ithout a cent. 
A fter they have been 
on the ground long enough to let their 
m arvelous instincts get into play most 
every body else w alks out of tow n w ith­ 
out a cent. 
The captain of industry 
has it all. 
It took Hill a long tim e to 
learn the gam e of high finance, but 
when he did learn it the public pocket- 
book kuew that it w as either an annex­ 
ation or a foot race. 
In the m eantim e 
he w as first a roustabout on a MISSlS- 
sippi steam boat and then a m ud clerk. 
Now, a mud clerk is a man who stands 
around a t the landing and checks off 
m erchandise a t the loading or unload­ 
ing of boats, occasionally tak ing a 
hand and rustling a box or a barrel 
him self. 
It is averred th a t Jim H ill 
becam e an expert a t shoving freight 
even before he had a railroad to shove 
it over. 
He kept a t mud clerking sev­ 
eral y ears, but all the tim e he was 
gritting bis teeth and resolving thut 
he would not w ork for other t» eople 
forever. 
Now every body is w orking 
for him. 
Gy W urm an say s th a t Hill never got 
out of the lowly w alks of life until he 
received an inheritance of a few hun­ 
dred dollars from home, but this may ­ 
be only another of W urm an's railroad 
rom ances. 
At any rate, Hill got pos­ 
session of some steam boats and ran 
them up the R*h1 River of the North. 
Then he became a railroad agent at St. 
Paul and worked a schem e of reform ­ 
ing things in the traffic generally . 
Ev­ 
ery body - regarded his plan as so chi­ 
m erical th at he w as generally called 
"Crazy Jim " ililllh os e day s, b ut w hen 
he succeeded the nam e was dropped. 
A successful crazy m uu is a genius. 


Two Strea ks o f Rust. 
Shortly afterM his the St. Paul and 
Pacific railroad w as on the verge of 
bankruptcy . 
It had a large nam e, but 
th at w as the only big thing about it ex­ 
cept its debts. 
T he road itself was 
tw o streaks of rust, ending no place in 
particular. 
O riginally it w as intended 
to push it through to M anitoba or even 
to the coast, but the thing had become 
discouraged after 200 or 300 m iles and 
stopped in the m iddle of a prairie. 
“Crazy Jim " Hill sized up th at dilap­ 
idated debt producer and decided tic 
here w as the opportunity of his i. e. 
H e told his story to a Scotch friend 
who had money and afte r he was 
through received the cheerful iuform a- 
tiou, “Jem . y ou are a fool.” 
But he 
isn’t the sort th a t stops at sm all re-' 
buffs, and at last lie got some C auadiau 
bankers interested, and they furuisbt . 
euougli money to buy the road. 
. 
Then H ill began one of the most phe- 
nom enal feats ever accom plished in 
A m erican railroading. 
W ithout a cent 
of subsidy he pushed that line through 
to the Pacific. 
Ills plun of cam paign 
w as som ething new . to railw ay men. 
lie m ade the trade of the road pay fur 
building it onw ard. 
Every new mile 
m ust become a revenue producer to 
build the next mile. 
When it is re­ 
flected th at he w as traversing practi­ 
cally an uninhabited w aste the difficul­ 
ty of this undertaking may be con­ 
ceived. 
There w as nothing to do but 
to build up the country as lie w ent 
along. 
To eilieet this result he adver­ 
tised it. induced im m igration, gave tin* 
farm ers 
blook'd 
cattle and 
bought 
tow n sites and induced settlers to take 
them off his hands. 
In short, he not 
only constructed his road, but erected 
an em pire to support it. 
At the sam e tim e the N orthern P a­ 
cific and the C auudiau Pacific w ere be­ 
ing built, both w ith large governm ent 
subsidies. 
Now, in 
m ilitary 
affairs 
there are two m ethods of subsisting an 
arm y . 
One is to keep open a line of 
supplies, so that the home governm ent 
can ship in provisions. 
This is the 
usual method 
The other plan, which 
is not only more unusual, but 
morn, 
hazardous, is to cut loose and forage 
off the enemy . 
Sherm an did this in 
his m arch to the sea. 
Itill could not 
cut loose from a governm ent line of 
supplies, for he had none, hut he could 
and did forage off the enemy . 
He 
m ade the country feed and support 
him as he went forw ard to subdue it. 


Darinx In Big Enterprises. 
It has been said th at no railroad w as 
ever built so cheaply as Hill built the 
G reat N orthern. 
H e cut corners and 
economized at every turn, y et lie secur­ 
ed a splendid roadl>ed and the best or . 
rolling stock. 
One of the first things 
on which he insisted w as th a t all space 
In freight cars should be utilized, th a t 
no em pties should be hauled either Way 
if possible to avoid it. To keep his cars 
loaded in botli directions, lie first es­ 
tablished a line of steam ers from St. 
Paul 
to Buffalo, through th e great 
lakes. 
On the other end, he hunted for 
a m arket until lie found it In Japan, 
then put on a line of steam ers from 
Puget sound to the orient. H e reduced 
expenses w herever possible, y et was 
daring in his big enterprises. If elevat­ 
ors churged him too much he built his 
own elevators. 
E very thing he could 
possibly do for him self he did. 
He 
m ade his general offices a training 
school for ids employ ees. 
Today men from the Hill roads have 


110 trouble In securing situations, for 
they are known to be the best trained 
railroad men iu the land. Hill once set 
W all street hy the ears when he stated 
th a t a railroad should be run and m ain­ 
tained for not more th an 00 per cent of 
its earnings. 
"R idiculous!” cried other 
railroad men. fur it cost them 7 0. Now 
railroads every w here are adopting his 
methods. 
A nother plan he has adopted Is 
to 
deal honestly w ith his stockholders. 
I 
hardly know why he should so dwell 
on this point unless it is to Insinuate 


th a t sther railroads do not deal honest­ 
ly w ith their *t >ek holders. 
lie should 
know as to that. 
Like ail other captains of industry , 
Mr. Hill gives the secret of his success 
as hard work. 
E very high financier 
gives the secret of his success as hard 
w ork. 
W ork! 
W ork! 
W ork all the 
tim e y ou can, and all the people y ou 
can! 
M eantim e th e dear public not 
only has to work, but be worked. 


Dislikes Bells. 
Jam es J. Hill is ¡1 devoted Shake­ 
speare student. 
lie has many pecul­ 
iarities. 
One is th a t he dislikes bells— 
will not have telephone or call bells 
about him if he can help it. 
A nother 
is th a t he is very abseutm inded. 
Once 
he w ore his nightshirt—under his coat, 
of course -to a big banquet and recep­ 
tion: 
He—Hkrs to help- 4+ut —his old 
friends who are iu straitened circum ­ 
stances. 
He is gruff’, but kindly , a bad 
m an to meet iu anger, tires his em ­ 
ploy ees w ithout w arning, m akes his 
sons work as hard as any man under 
him a nd keeps every liiingxnaxing. 
lie 
is stockiiy built, w ith long w hite hair 
and tangled beard, a hy pnotic ey e and 
a prom inent, gleam ing brow that: w an­ 
ders all over the top of his head. 
He 
is P rotestant, but gives to Rom an C ath­ 
olic charities as m uch as to those of 
his ow n church. 
This is 011 account of 
IvLo. Hill, who w as a poor Catholic 
girl, whom Mr. Hill educated iu a con­ 
vent. 
They have a large fam ily , tw o 
of th e sous being thorough railroad 
men. 
One of them , Lewis W. Hill, is 
slated to succeed bis father as presi­ 
dent of the G reat Northern. 
At the tim e of th e fam ous N orthern 
Securities decision Jim Hill said pen­ 
sively to a friend: “They may spoil it 
all, and 1 may be beaten this tim e; but, 
w hatever happens. I’ve m ade my m ark 
in the world. H ere it is.” And he point­ 
ed to a large wall map of the G reat 
N orthern.

l u d i a n a F a r m e r Opera te« * I m p l e m e n t 
W i t h liiisli S p e e d M a c h in e . 
E lm er M. Cooper, a progressive farm ­ 
er near Cadiz. Ind., has found probably 
m ore uses for an autom obile than most 
people, say s 
a special dispatch from 
K nightstow u, Ind., to tlie St. Louis 
Republic. 
Mr. Cooper is a sort of au­ 
tom obile fancier. 
L ast sum m er lie 
gained considerable notoriety iu bis 
neighborhood by ow ning seven differ­ 
ent machines. 
He purchased one and 
in a short time becam e tired of it and 
bought another, finding each nearer to 
his liking than the previous one. 
Mr. Cooper has a gas engine which 
pum ps w ater all over his farm . 
The 
other day this gas engine w as disabled 
and refused to run. 
It w as either 
pum p w ater by hand, get the engine 
fixed or choose som e otlier way out of 
it. 
The resourceful Mr. Cooper backed 
his autom obile up against the pump* 
log apparatus. Jacked up one rear 
wheel, transferred the belt and started 
his auto engine g oi:^ 
The pum p 
worked adm irably , and the autom obile 
pum ped enough w ater all over the 
farm to w ater the stock. 
Before the engine could be repaired 
Mr. Cooper had to send aw ay for some 
broken parts. 
It took some time, and 
in the m eantim e th e hogs needed shelled 
corn. The sheller, of course, could have 
been operated by hand, but it w as too 
tiresom e a process when one had been 
us‘*d to having it done hy m achinery , 
thought Mr. Cooper, so he hitched the 
autom obile on to the sheller, and in 
less tim e than it would have taken the 
regular engine sixty bushels of corn 
w ere shelled. 


M U S I C T O R E F O R M N A T I O N 


W ashington, Jan, 9 .—T he m ost nota­ 
ble speech m ade in the senate for some 
tim e w as th a t of Senator Iiay ner of 
M ary land, w hose m aiden speech in the 
senate it was. 
It w as notable for ta k ­ 
ing issue w ith both P resident Cleve­ 
land and P resident Roosevelt reg ard­ 
ing the Monroe doctrine, and it w as

We Sho uld No t Interfere. 
“The L’nited States ought not to as­ 
sum e any liability for the pay m ent of 
any indebtedness of republics of Cen­ 
tral or South A m erica to E uropean or 
other pow ers, and ought not to inte r­ 
fere w ith foreign governm ents assert­ 
ing against these republics civil rights 
in accordance w ith th e principles and 
procedure of international law, unless 
such assertion am ounts to an attem pt 
to perm anently occupy th eir territory 
or to change th eir form s of govern­ 
m ent or sub vert their political institu­ 
tions; and th a t the U nited States ought 
not by w ar. or the th re a t or m enace 
of w ar, to enforce the perform ance of 
contractual 
obligations 
entered into 
betw een its own citizens and any of 
these republics,” but should lim it its- 
self to diplom atic procedure. 
Ca lls A m plifica tio ns Co unterfeit*. 
R ay ner said he spoke for him self 
alone; nor did he desire to cast any re­ 
flection upon the departm ent of sta te ; 
th a t he believed the president actuated 
by the highest im pulses, but he in­ 
tim ated th at the president had “chal­ 
lenged precedent and show ed auth ori­ 
ty ” w hen he thought it would benefit 
this country . 
H e said he subscribed 
to every line of the Monroe doctrine 
—the real, not the counterfeit, but th a t 
the men wbo first pronounced it would 
not know it in its new and am plified 
form , and lie declared th a t these am pli­ 
fications should go by the nam es of 
their authors* and not be called the 
M onroe doctrine.

i careful and thorough; th a t the stand­ 
ard of efficiency and integrity m ain­ 
tained is high; th a t reports purporting 
to give a n’ "account of jobbery , or im ­

011 th e isthm us,” are w ith- 
out foundation In any shape or form , 
and are the w ork of “sensation m on­ 
gers.” 
T he president closes his letter w ith 
th e follow ing challenge: 
“ I court the

searching investigation of any act of 
theirs fthe com m ission and its sub­ 
ordinates], and if any one of them is 
ever show n to have done w rong his 
punishm ent shall be exem plary . 
B ut 
I ask th a t they be decently paid, and 
th a t their hands l>e upheld as long as 
they act decently .” 
Gorm an, follow ing the reading of the 
letter, took th e floor in the senate. H e 
said: 
"I think th e country should be 
highly gratified by th e extraordinary 
statem ent the president m akes in

Mr. Poell liv es with his wife and her 
mother in a modest little home pur­ 
chased wholly from the proceeds of the 
sale of his photograph and of the child 
he rescued.

1 he child whose life was sav ed by 
! Mr. Poo ft iu so daring a m anner was 
Paul Ussary, the two-aud-a-lialf-year- 
old sou of John Ussary, the station 
agent at Powell, Neb. On June 26 last 
the child was seen on the track ahead 
of a train which was running at a » ate 
of thirty miles an hour. 
Hie train 
could not be stopped iu time, and Mr. 
Poell climbed out of his cab, crawled to 
the locomotiv e pilot, snatched the child 
from certain death and threw it to one 
side of tl>e track. In doing so he slip­ 
ped and fell. lie was caught either un­ 
der the pilot or the wheel of the engine 
truck and w as dragged 300 feet, bump­ 
ing ov er the ends of the ties. His right 
foot was torn off /it the ankle, both 
arm s were broken and his flesh fright­ 
fully torn and bruised. 
Poell was conscious when picked up, 
but bis first thought seemed to be for 
the child. 
At his request Brakeman 
Ev erhart immediately ran back 130 
feet from where the fireman lay to find 
the child. 
He bad only a slight contu­ 
sion on the head and almost immedi­ 
ately began to cry. He was quickly re­ 
stored to his mother. 
Talking the other day of bis thrilling 
experience. Mr. Poell called attention 
to the fact that in ev ery account so 
far as published it had been stated that 
he thought of his little brother at home 
at the time. 
“ I don't know where the newspapers 
got that,” said Mr. Poell. 
“Though I 
hav e a little brother at the old home iu 
Hanov er, I just didn’t happen to think 
of him. 
In fact, there w asn’t much 
time to think. 
We were rounding a 
curv e at a pretty good rate and on a 
down grade with a heav y train. 
Sud­ 
denly the engineer put on the emergen­ 
cy brake. 
1 looked out ahead. 
There 
was a child on the track. 
The little 
fellow seemed to hav e heard us and in 
his childish way appeared to turn part­ 
ly around and then toddle off straight 
ahead of the engine, as if to run away 
from us and beat us. 
“The engineer could not leav e bis 
post 
I saw at once that we eeuld not 
stop the train in time. I can still see 
th ose little blond curls bobbing up and 
down. 
Something told me I m ust run 
out, get on the pilot and sweep him off 
the track, and—well, that was the only 
thing there was to do. 
Iu some way I 
slipped, got caught just below the cyl­ 
inder. was dragged quite a distance 
and then dropped.” 
Mrs. Poell is as proud of her husband 
as she well may be. 
She shows the 
shoe which Mr. Poell had on the miss­ 
ing foot at the time and explained, the 
light of adm iration beaming In her 
eyes:

How the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence W u Saved l» y a Vote In the 
SeMMion of the UrovUtonal ConsrcM 
In Philadelphia. 


It happened on that famous Fourth 
of .July. 1776, tb e day on which the 
American colonies were declared free 
and independent states. If Caesar Rod­ 
ney b ad not made his historic ride there 
might not have b een any free America 
today. 
Tb e provisional congress was in ses­ 
sion at Philadelphia, each of the thir­ 
teen colonies having representatives 
there. It was a great congress, and a 
momentous question was b efore the 
distinguished b ody. Tb e great charter 
of our freedom had b een written b y 
Jefferson, and Benjamin Harrison, fa­ 
ther and great-grandfather of presi­ 
dents, had presented It to congress on 
Monday, July 1. What would the Con­ 
tinental congress do? 
In order that our country should b e 
free and independent the declaration 
must b e adopted. This could b e done if 
only the colonies were divided, and 
there were some good men who did not 
b elieve it b est to take this step at this 
time. 
Four of the seven delegates of 
Pennslyvania were opposed to it, and, 
of the two Delaware delegates present, 
Thomas NfcKeau was in favor of inde­ 
pendence, b ut George Read was op­ 
posed to the measure. Caesar Rodney, 
the other memb er, was in the southern 
part of his state in the capacity of a 
b rigadier general, organizing and drill­ 
ing troops for the coming struggle. 
Two of tb e opposing Pennsylvania 
| delegates were persuaded to ab sent 
themselves, and thus the Keystone 
State would favor the declaration, b ut 
the vote of Caesar Rodney was neces 
sary to ca rry the state of Delaware. 
A messenger was dispatched in hot 
haste to summon him to Philadelphia. 
1 and then for four days the “patriots 
| of ’76” talked aud maneuvered to de­ 
lay the final vote. On Thursday, July 
! 4, congress was to vote on the mo­ 
mentous question. 
| 
On the afternoon of the 3d the 
messenger found Caesar Rodney In 
Sussex county, more than eighty miles 
from Philadelphia. 
General Rodney 
was at that time forty-six years old, 
■ with a tall, lean, worn figure, his face 
scarred b y a cancer that was finally 
to cause his death. The b rave patriot 
did not hesitate. “Saddle the b lack!” 
he commanded, and in ten minutes he 
had mounted his faithful steed and 
was galloping as if for life to the 
northward. 
Eighty miles away from congress, 
which was waiting for him to declare 
the independence of the colonies. The 
thought caused him to drive his spurs 
deep into his horse s tianks and sent 
him flying along the long, dusty high- 
, way that stretched away toward the 
Quaker City. It was one of the great 
rides of history. 
That b lack steed 
b ore the destinies of America, and his 
rider knew it, and there was neither 
halt nor delay. 
The sun went down, aud the stars 
came out one b y one in tb e b lue vault 
of heaven, uud that solitary rider rush­ 
ed on his way. All through tb e cool 
summer night Caesar Rodney kept up 
his reckless pace. 
The stars faded out of the moruing 
sky, aud the sun came up red and fiery, 
the herald of a sultry day. And still 
Caesar Rodney kept on his way. 
He 
was yet many milt s from Philadelphia. 
His horse was jaded, and he was travel 
worn aud covered with dust, b ut tb e 
patriot did not slacken his rein. 
He 
must b e there to vote for the independ­ 
ence of America. 
And b e was there. 
All that hot, sweltering July day the 
delegates of the colonial congress were 
talking and voting in Independence 
hall. The session had b egun. The pres­ 
ident, John Hancock, was in the chair, 
aud tb e clerk. John Dickinson, was 
calling the colonies one b y one. 
Vir­ 
ginia had voted and Massachusetts and 
the great state of New York and the 
little state of Rhode Island, and now 
New Jersey was voting, and Caesar 
Rodney hud not come. 
Anxious and worried, Thomas Mc- 
Kean w'ent out to the door of Inde­ 
pendence hall. 
Would his friend and 
compatriot b e too late? 
His face 
b rightened as he heard the sound of 
hurrying hoof b eats coming up Chest­ 
nut street. 
A foaming, panting steed 
dashed into the yard. 
Its dusty rider 
leaped to the ground. Booted and spur­ 
red aud the dust of his long ride thick 
on his long flapped coat and iron gray
